HINTS ON LAWS OF 
THE GAME 


(By “SPEC.”) 


Below are a number of questions 
re the laws of football. To referees 
they will be interesting by way of 
refreshing their memories, and to 
students of the laws the answers 
may supply some enlightenment on 
some points of ‘which they are 
ignorant:— 

(1) Gan a player be offside from 
a penalty kick?—Yes, an isolated 
player of the attacking side might 
take up position’ alongside the 18 
yards line between the penalty spot 
and.the goal-line, and if the kicker 
passed the ball to him, or if from 
a direct kick the ball rebounded 
from upright or crossbar and he 
attempted to play it, the offside law 
would be broken. 

(2) Can a player be offside when 
the ball is in play immediately it 
after a temporary stoppage?—No. 
het ball is in play immediately it 
touches the ground, and is merely 
a resumption of the game tem- 
porarily suspended. 

(3) If a full-back, in taking a 
goal-kick, passes it back to his 
goalkeeper too sharply and it enters 
the net without the keeper touch- 
ing it, what should your decision 


be?—Corner. A goal cannot be 
scored direct from a goal-kick, and 
the ball was put behind by a de- 
fender. 

(4) Should a full-back, while his 
goalkeeper is temporarily out of his 
goal, handle a shot in attempting 
vo prevent a score, but fails to stop 
the ball from crossing the line, 
should you award a penalty?—No. 
4A. good goal has been scored.. To 
do so would be an advantage to the 
offending side. 

(5) (a) In case of dangerous play 
taking place in the penalty area, 
what punishment should be 
awarded? (b) Give a good ex- 
ample of dangerous play.—(a) 
Free-kick (not a penalty offence). 
{b) Kicking recklessly at a high 
pall which an opponent is about 
to head or breast away. 

(6) Can a player standing in an 
offside position break the “offside 
law” without moving or playing the 
ball?—Yes. If the run of the play 
caused him to be found in a posi- 
tion where he unsights a defender, 
or causes an opponent to have to go 
round him to get at the ball, he 
would have broken the offside law 
without necessarily moving. 

(7) What offences by defenders 
within the penalty area are punish- 
able only by a free-kick?—(a) 
Carrying; (b). playing tne ball 
twice from thé goal-kick or free- 


kick; (¢) playing the ball bef 
touches the ground when dri 
by a referee; (d) dangerous g 
(e) after player sent off (f 
ing previous caution) for w 
manly conduct; (f) after 
sent off without previous cat 
for violent conduct. 


{8) Under what definitiong

free-kick (not a penalty). 

(10) In what circumstan 
a goalkeeper be charged? 
holding the ball, obstructing: 
ponent, or when he has pa: 
side his goal area.

The half-back line was a shade 
disappointing, mainly because 
Shenton, the centre, was never at 
home, and, in fact, freely admitted 
that he could not settle down at 
any stage of the game. Gibb, 
right-half, played right up to ex- 
pectations. For sheer artistry and 
good footwork he stood alone, but 
his football, though on the quiet 
side, was none the loss thoroughly 
appreciated by spectators and op- 
ponents alike. Doyle, left-half, 
played a solid game; his football is 
not the cleverest, but his spoiling 
tactics will upset a lot of opposing 
forwards. 

“A REAL TRICK” 

It is from the forwards that we 
shall probably see the best foot- 
ball. Thompson, the baby of the 
team, was a “real trick” at outside- 
left. Though very young to be a 
touring representative, he isa very 
clever player, and has been well 
coached, though evidently a nat- 
ural footballer—fast, clever, cen- 
tring and shooting well. 

D. Cumberford, inside-left, is a 
clever, versatile player. His open- 
ing goal was the result of an ox- 
tremely. fine effort followed by a 
perfect shot which ‘gave: Thomas, 
in goal, no chance. He worked 
hand-in-hand to perfection with 
Thompson and showed excellent 
judgment ali through. 

Maunder, the centre, is a typi- 
cally fast and dangerous centre 
forward of the type whoa leaves 
little to chance. . Woe hbetide. the. 
goalkeeper if the backs let this 
clever forward through, for he: can 
shoot, and is certainly an attacking 
player of the first water. On the 
whole he was too well watched to 
be dangerous, but when he did get 
a chance there was no finessing; it 
was a business-like effort. 

Bratten did some very nice. work 
at inside-right later on when set- 
Hed down. 

Brown was disappointing at out- 
side-right, but he had to play there, 
as Dane, the winger of the team, 
was hurt at practise, and did not 
eare to risk his knee. . Brown is 
really a centre-forward, and judg- 
ing by Saturday’s play he will 
prove to be a terror to goalkeepers. 


NOTES ON THE GAME 

The better team won. There was 
more sparkle in the Australians’ 
play; they were faster and they 
had better combination. All that 
their play lacked on Saturday was 
finish. Much of their good work 
went for nothing for the reason 
that the marksmanship when the 
psychological moments came was 
defective. In that respect they will 
need to improve, because on the 
tour they will meet teams when the 
best will have to be made of good 
opportunities, for, after all, it is 
goals and not missed .opportunities 
that count, and failure to accept 
what the gods of chance. give—and 
they are not profiligate in their 
gifts at times—may mean the great 
gulf that, exists between defeat and 
victory. Had their finishing been 
compatible with midfield work the 
Australians would have had a sub- 
stantial lead at the interval, and 
they would have been spared the 


,anxiety of a desperate .eleventh- 


hour effort to pull the game out of 
the fire. ; 

But as a team they should im- 
prove as the tour advances; they 
showed enough on Saturday to in- 
dicate that when their individual- 
ism is blended into a homegeneous 
whole they will be the finest ex- 
ponents of the round ball game 
that have come to these shores. 

Wanganui did well to put up a 
very creditable fight, but it is ap- 
parent if success in big matches is 
to be hoped for locally younger 
blood will have to be found. 


It was in the forwards that the 
Australians had a marked advan- 
tage, the speed of the whole line 
being exceptional. 


In Thompson, their outside left, 
the “Aussies” had a brilliant op- 
portunist, clever, resourceful .and 
tricky to a degree.

His power to hold the 
ball, draw the man, and flick accur- 
ately stamps him as a finished 
player. He was a veritable will- 
of-the-wisp that ffitted hither. and 
thither; creating, consclidating 
and thrusting, and always watch- 
ful. 


To the rugged defence of their 
fullbacks Wanganui owed a lot. 
No task was too hard for O'Neill. 
He tackled splendidly and kicked a 
fine length. 


In goal Thomas was a heroic 
figure who justified his inclusion 
by a great game. His anticipation 
was splendid, and one save he ef- 
fected by going down-for the ball 
was such a wonderful effort that 
the spectaters—who were quies- 
cent on the whole—were stimulat- 
ed to roal enthusiasm.
